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Within days of dying’ 


Livery yard operator sentenced after welfare charity 
rescues emaciated ex-racehorse from his stable yard

A LIVERY yard operator has been sentenced 
after one of the horses in his care was found 
emaciated and close to collapse. 

Officers from World Horse Welfare (WHW) 
found thoroughbred mare Galaxy in a weak, 
malnourished and dehydrated state at Bar- 
cham Stables, near Soham, earlier this year. 
Concerned members of the public called the 
charity and officers seized the mare. 

Michael Hammond, of Lester Piggott Way, 
Newmarket, was sentenced at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court last Thursday after plead¬ 
ing guilty to causing unnecessary suffering. 

Hammond, who described himself in 
court as an “assistant racehorse trainer”, was 
ordered to pay £1,000 costs to WHW and to 
complete 40 hours of unpaid work. 

He had pleaded guilty by letter but mag¬ 
istrates deemed the offence so serious his 
presence was required at court. 

Galaxy’s owner, Heidi Challis, of Queen¬ 
sway, Soham, also pleaded guilty but the 
court accepted she had played a lesser role. 
She received a £70 fine and was ordered to 
pay the charity £470 in costs. 

A member of the public called WHW to 
Barcham Stables in January over concerns 
that some of the horses were very thin. Jacko 
Jackson, one of the charity’s field officers, 
found one horse in a very poor condition. 

On a subsequent visit, accompanied by 
Trading Standards, improvement notices 
were issued on 10 horses, and WHW also of¬ 


fered to have three horses signed over into its 
care. The offer was refused. 

On February 28 a member of the public 
told the charity a horse on the premises had 
collapsed. 

Mr Jackson said: “When I was able to reach 
the site Galaxy was standing but it was clear 
that she was within days of dying and had 
given up on her battle for life. We removed 
her from the site and to safety under Section 
4 of the Animal Welfare Act. She was brought 
to our Hall Farm Rescue and Rehoming Cen¬ 


tre, Norfolk, for immediate care.” 

Galaxy’s condition has improved and it is 
hoped that once her rehabilitation is com¬ 
plete she can go on to find a loving new home 
through the charity’s rehoming scheme. 

WHW said it was told Mr Hammond has 
subsequently been evicted from Barcham 
Stables. 

But Mr Jackson said: “I am disappointed, 
however, that Mr Hammond has not re¬ 
ceived any sort of ban from keeping or caring 
for horses.

“For someone who was supposedly reha¬ 
bilitating ex-racehorses like Galaxy, it beg¬ 
gars belief that a horse in his care could get 
into such a state, particularly as we had of¬ 
fered help and advice.” 

After the judgement Mr Hammond told 
the News : “This horse had food, water, bed¬ 
ding and pain relief at all times. 

“Galaxy was not neglected but became ill 
- subsequently revealed to be a salmonella 
infection. There is a difference between ne¬ 
glect and illness. My error was in not calling 
the vet out earlier. 

“It is not true that I was evicted from Bar¬ 
cham Stables. I gave notice several months 
after the above events because I could no 
longer continue supporting the yard and the 
horses within it, when so little money was 
coming in. 

“Many of my owners supported me with 
excellent references in Court, testifying to 
the excellent care I gave their horses over 
many years.”

YEARS spent helping his cows 
give birth came in handy for a 
cattle farmer who had to deliver 
his wife’s baby in the back of his 
4x4. 

Rare breed cattle farmer Jonny 
Fuller says he “simply went into 
action mode” when his wife, 
Tamsind Duffety-Fuller, went 
into labour in a Newmarket car 
park while en route to the Rosie 
Hospital, in Cambridge. 

Tamsind’s contractions were 
so strong that Jonny, 35, was 
forced to pull over and help 
deliver the baby in the nearest 
available place - the car park 
outside Homebase, in Nimbus 
Way. 

Less than half an hour later, 
the couple were cradling their 
newborn baby, Robert Stephen, 
in the back seat of Jonny’s blue 
truck. 

Jonny, whose family run 
Spinney Abbey Farm in Wicken, 
said: “Tamsind didn’t tell me 
she was having contractions un¬ 
til around 11am that morning so 
I thought right we’d better get 
her to the hospital. 

“I called the Rosie to tell them 
we’d be driving over there and 
off we went in the truck. 

“We got to Newmarket and 
Tasmind all of a sudden shouted 
at me to stop the truck there and 
then. It was obvious Robert was 
in a hurry to get out. 

“I panicked a bit and just 
looked around for the nearest 
place to stop so I pulled into the 
car park at Homebase. 

“I called an ambulance and 
told them where we were but 
things were really happening 
quickly so I simply went into

action mode. 

“I chucked everything off the 
back seats of the truck, got Tam¬ 
sind comfortable in the back 
and by the time I’d done that lit¬ 
tle Robert’s head was out. 

“A police car arrived before 
the ambulance did and I have a 
horrible feeling that somebody 
thought I was up to no good 
with a woman and called police. 
There were quite a few people 
around. 

“The policeman came over 
but stopped dead in his tracks 
when he saw what was going on 
and asked if an ambulance was 
on its way. 

“Literally within minutes, 
Robert was out and the ambu¬ 
lance then arrived. I cut his cord 
and then we all went off to the 
Rosie for a check-up. 

“Tamsind and Robert were 
both allowed home that night.” 

Jonny, who is a cider maker as 
well as a cattle farmer, said: “I 
definitely think being a farmer 
helps in circumstances like this. 


I’m used to seeing things like 
that so although I was obvious¬ 
ly a bit panicked I was strangely 
quite relaxed too. Tamsind was 
brilliant and took it like a pro, 
and as for Robert, well he’s good 
as gold.” 

He said: “Obviously it wasn’t 
ideal delivering him in the back 
of my truck but I’m actually 
quite proud that it all happened 
like that. Every time I think 
about it I can’t help but chuckle 
to myself and it certainly puts a 
smile on my face. 

“I must say the ambulance 
service were fantastic and we’d 
like to thank them - not that 
they had to do too much with 
delivering Robert.” 

A spokeswoman for Home- 
base said: “This is the first time 
this has happened at a Home- 
base store so it is very exciting 
for us over here. We are going 
to be in touch with the parents 
and sending them some vouch¬ 
ers for the store.” 
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Mum’s anger over brutal 
attack on son George, 11

A DEVASTATED mother has con¬ 
demned two teenagers whose un¬ 
provoked attack on her son has left 
him needing surgery. 

Single mum Lucy Parker said her 
11-year-old son George has been 
left “frightened and traumatised” 
after he was kicked between the 
legs while waiting for her near his 
home. 

George, who suffers from learn¬ 
ing difficulties, is now said to be 
too scared to leave their home at 
Churchill Court, Newmarket, after 
the attack on August 1. 

Lucy told the News : “George was 
waiting for me near the lift as we 
were just about to go to the chip 
shop, when these two boys came 
out of nowhere and just kicked him 
between the legs and then ran off. 

“I heard him screaming his head 
off, and the boys ran past me, but 
I could only see the backs of their 
heads. I could see they were big 
boys though. 

“It was disgusting what they did 
to him. I cannot understand why 
somebody would do something like 
this to a young child.” 

Lucy took her son to the doctor 
the following day, who immediately 
referred him to West Suffolk Hospi¬ 
tal. 

George will now require surgery 


to repair the damage caused by the 
attack. While Lucy remains sure the 
injuries will leave no permanent 
damage, she says his mental scars 
will take longer to heal. 

She said: “He is very, very fright¬ 
ened and won’t go outside without 
me because he thinks everybody is 
going to do this to him now. 

“I’m worried about him moving 
to secondary school now, because 
those boys could be there.” 

According to Lucy, this is not the 
first time George or her 14-year- 
old daughter Kathleen have been 
attacked since moving into their 
home three years ago. 

“My children have been beat¬ 
en up, spat upon and had abuse 
hurled at them since we moved into 
the building. 

“I have been on to the council 
before and they won't do anything 
about it.” 

A spokeswoman for Lorest Heath 
District Council said: “We work 
with those in housing need and we 
will always try and resolve a hous¬ 
ing issue. We encourage criminal 
acts to be reported to the police.” 

Suffolk Police said no arrests have 
been made and they would like to 
speak to anyone who saw two teen¬ 
age boys, described as being of very 
slim build with light brown/blonde 
hair running from the area. Anyone 
with information please call 101.

The additional funding Councillor

the Supermarket appeal suggests a 
decision has already been made. 

Call me cynical if you like but is it 
possible the supermarkets want the 
market closed as it is competition for 
their fresh produce? 

The very same supermarkets that 
have closed many a High Street 
nationwide are still buying their 
way into Newmarket. Consultations 
and percentage results can be 
made to read whatever you are 
trying to justify but the impact the 
Supermarkets have had on this town 
already are clear to be seen. 

The market has been here 500 
plus years and a councillors average 
an office of 10 years. A duty of care 
is what is really required for the 
whole of Newmarket retail, not just 
the high street.

What's the secret? 

LAST week I attended the Local Plan 
Working Group (LPWG) meeting 
at Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) and was shocked that five 
Councillors, on the advice of the 
employed Officers of FHDC, voted 
to hold the next four meetings of the 
LPWG in secret. 

I wonder whether readers of 
the Weekly News know that these 
FHDC Officers (who prepare 
reports and recommend policy/ 
action to our elected Councillors) 
consider that their 'Customers' are 
easily confused! Even though under 
the Localism agenda there is an 
obligation to hold meetings in public 
except in limited circumstances, 
FHDC Officers recommended that 
four future LPWG meetings should 
be held out of sight of members of 
the public and that the agenda and 
minutes of the four meetings should 
remain secret. 

The reason given is that we, 
the public, would be 'confused'. 
How outrageous, arrogant and 
patronising. 

The LPWG meetings are 
extremely important to the residents 
of Forest Heath as the documents 


produced by the FHDC Officers 
will form the basis of the way Forest 
Heath develops in future years, 
particularly in relation to the likely 
number of houses that are built and 
where they are likely to be located. 
Yet some of our elected Councillors 
voted against being able to consult 
or confer with their electorate 
because, apparently we the public 
cannot understand the different 
consultation documents. 

I wondered how many 
'customers' have actually been 
confused and therefore caused the 
Officers extra work as was suggested 
would happen. How many times 
has such 'Customer' confusion 
happened in the past? The answer to 
that is that the Council has no record 
of it happening. So why is FHDC, 
yet again, resorting to secrecy and 
lack of transparency? 

The reason given for excluding the 
public is not a valid or legal reason. 

It is an excuse. What have FHDC 
Officers got to hide and why are 
they so concerned that the public 
"may get hold of a document" 
and make comment and become 
confused? The new, accountable 
Forest Heath District Council should 
pride themselves on their honesty, 
transparency and accountability 
and indeed aim to gain community 
engagement. This resort to 
secrecy is the way of the former 
unaccountable administration at 
FHDC and totally unacceptable. 

Indeed having got it wrong 
already, I would have thought FHDC 
would be keen to get it right this 
time and perhaps allow the public 
who pay their wages, to engage with 
their Councillors. 

As a member of the public, I am 
extremely dissatisfied and, indeed, 
confused by those five Councillors 
who voted for all four future LPWG 
meetings to be held in secret on 
the advice of the FHDC Officers. 

The only conclusion to draw is that 
they are hiding something from the 
public who elected them.

‘Grave concern’ 
over plans for 
up to 600 homes 


PLANS for a develop¬ 
ment on the edge of 
Newmarket have been 
met with “grave con¬ 
cerns” by a parish coun¬ 
cil. 

Lord Derby has created 
a proposal for between 
400 and 600 homes on 
the site of Hatchfield 
Farm, in Fordham Road, 
just 18 months after a 
larger development for 
the site was thrown out 
by a High Court judge. 

Exning Parish Council 
has expressed its con¬ 
cerns about the plan on 
the grounds it would 
“impact greatly” on the 
A14 junction with the 
A142 at Exning. 

In a letter to Lord 
Derby’s representa¬ 
tives, parish clerk Cathy 
Whitaker said: “Exning 
Parish Council would 
like to convey its grave 
concerns regarding the 
above junction, which is 
currendy running to ca¬ 
pacity with regular major 
congestion issues along

the A142 every day (par¬ 
ticularly at rush hours) 
and also very dangerous 
queues of traffic backing 
up along the A14 car¬ 
riageway waiting to exit 
at the junction.” 

The junction was de¬ 
scribed as “an accident 
blackspot”. 

Mrs Whitaker said: 
“With further 
developments 
on-going at an 
alarming pace 
in the area 
junction im¬ 
provements to 
alleviate this 
congestion is 
absolutely vital. 

The cumulative 
effect of all this de¬ 
velopment, if approved, 
will impact greatly on 
this junction and Exning 
village as a whole.” 

She said the parish 
council “strongly disa¬ 
greed” with the sugges¬ 
tion that traffic would 



not be a problem in the 
area and the traffic lights 
suggested would not 
solve the problem. 

Spokeswoman Re- 
bekah Paczek said: “As 
part of the process of 
bringing forward our 
plans for the future of 
Hatchfield Farm, we 
are consulting a range 
of stakeholders in and 
around Newmarket. 
“We are aware of 
the traffic con¬ 
cerns that have 
been raised by 
Exning Parish 
Council. At the 
second public 
exhibition we 
will be showing 
our final plans 
including the de¬ 
tailed traffic and road 
improvements. We have 
also arranged to attend 
a meeting of the parish 
council to explore their 
concerns more fully.”

Dementia training 
is given to police 


OFFICERS searching for 
missing people have been 
given specialist dementia 
training. 

Suffolk police have 
joined forces with health 
specialists to increase 
their understanding of 
the disease and improve 
help given to missing suf¬ 
ferers and their families. 

Assistant Chief Con 
Gareth Wilson, head of 
protective services for 
Norfolk and Suffolk, said: 
“Searching for a missing 
person with dementia can 
be extremely challenging 
so I welcome anything 
we can do to increase our 
knowledge in this area.

“Supporting vulner¬ 
able people is a prior¬ 
ity for both forces and the 
training provided by our 
partners NHS and the De¬ 
mentia Alliance will prove 
invaluable.” 

Police Search Advisers 
(PolSAs) who are trained 
to profile missing people 
and draw up search plans 
based upon their lifestyle, 
have received the train¬ 
ing. 

They learned about 
the effects of dementia 
to help them assess why 
a person with the illness 
may go missing and how 


they might respond when 
approached. 

Officers believe a signif¬ 
icant number of the 4,300 
people who went miss¬ 
ing in Norfolk and Suf¬ 
folk between April 2012 
and March 2013 will have 
been dementia sufferers. 

Mary Aldridge, lead 
dementia educational¬ 
ist at Norfolk Dementia 
Care Academy said: “We 
are pleased to be work¬ 
ing with the Norfolk and 
Suffolk Police Search Ad¬ 
visers, who do a difficult 
job, dealing with people 
in distress. 

“As a result, this work¬ 
shop has been specifically 


tailored to give them a 
better understanding of 
the experience of demen¬ 
tia. 

“The number of people 
being diagnosed with de¬ 
mentia is increasing and 
the police are likely to face 
a growing number of situ¬ 
ations that involve people 
with dementia.” 

“The workshop aims to 
increase their confidence 
and share experiences to 
support people with de¬ 
mentia when they are in a 
distressed state. 

“This is an issue that is 
on the rise as we face the 
prospect of people living 
longer.” 


Beer fest 
to be held 
for Arthur 
Rank

Cambridge. 

Gerry Skews, from The 
White Swan, said: “The 
Quy Beer Festival provides 
a unique opportunity to 
bring together the com¬ 
munity of Quy and the 
surrounding towns and vil¬ 
lages. 

“Over the year we have 
lots of visitors to the pub 
and most of them enjoy 
both the beer and the food 
we serve in the restaurant 
and bar.

Dog owners warned against mystery illness 


DOG owners are urged to stay vig¬ 
ilant against a mystery illness af¬ 
fecting animals walked in woods. 

Researchers at the Animal 
Health Trust (AHT), in Kentford, 
have been investigating the dis¬ 
ease known as Seasonal Canine 
Illness (SCI) since 2010 at sites 
across Suffolk, Norfolk and Not¬ 
tinghamshire. 

Cases are most often seen dur¬ 
ing August to November and dogs 
show symptoms of vomiting, di¬ 


arrhoea and lethargy within 24 to 
72 hours of walking in woodland. 

Charlotte Robin, SCI Research 
Co-ordinator at the AHT, said: 
“We’ve had a fantastic response to 
our request for information from 
dog owners who have walked at 
our study sites, but unfortunately 
this information doesn’t yet point 
to a definitive cause.” 

A number of cases reported to 
the AHT have seen the dogs suf¬ 
fering from an infestation of har¬ 


vest mites but the charity has said 
has said more work needs to be 
done to find the cause. 

She said: “We’re delighted that 
since our investigation started 
fewer dogs have died from SCI. 

“We hope this is due to in¬ 
creased awareness of the condi¬ 
tion and that dog owners now 
know to contact a vet for advice if 
they spot any of the clinical signs. 

“Information provided to us 
certainly shows that if dogs get 


veterinary treatment quickly for 
SCI signs, they tend to recover 
within seven to 10 days.” 

The AHT are seeking dog own¬ 
ers who walk their dogs at any 
of the five study sites, including 
Thetford Forest and the Sandring¬ 
ham Estate, to complete a ques¬ 
tionnaire at www.aht.org.uk/sci. 

Information taken from dogs 
without the disease is as impor¬ 
tant as information from the dogs 
affected.

Work begins on 
18 new houses 


SHOVELS have broken ground 
in Mildenhall on a site for 18 af¬ 
fordable homes and a commu¬ 
nity centre worth £2.67 million. 

The redevelopment scheme 
in St John’s Close was made pos¬ 
sible by a transfer of land, worth 
around £300,000, and a £445,000 
grant from Forest Heath Dis¬ 
trict Council to Orbit East, who 
received planning permission 
earlier this year. 

The move was described as a 
“terrific win win” situation for 
the town. 

Forest Heath’s deputy leader 
and Mildenhall councillor, Cllr 
Nigel Roman, said: “This is a ter¬ 
rific win win for Mildenhall be¬ 
cause not only do we get a good 
number of affordable homes 
but we’ll be saving the taxpayer 
£30,000 a year as well by replac¬ 
ing an old community centre 
past its sell-by date with a fan¬ 
tastic new facility. 

“It’s been a long time coming 
so it’s great that a start has now 
been made.” 

The site will also offer two ad¬ 
ditional houses for market rent 
owned by Keystone Develop¬ 
ment Trust.

The trust will use income gen¬ 
erated from the rent of these 
homes to run the new commu¬ 
nity centre. 

Cllr Rona Burt, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for housing at Forest Heath, 
said: “We all know there’s a 
shortage of affordable homes in 
the district so seeing the start of 
18 new homes is really exciting. 

“I’m looking forward to the 
development being completed 
and welcoming people into 
their homes.” 

The homes and the commu¬ 
nity centre are being built to a 
high level of energy efficiency, 
ensuring low running costs for 
the future occupants. 

The affordable homes will 
provide a mixture of two,

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When Robin Mackney was 
made redundant at the start 
of this year, he knew exactly 
what he was going to do 
next. Just a few months later 
the new artist has already 
held his first exhibition, and 
is working on an intricate 
project featuring skylines. 

He shows Louise Martin his 
work. 


W ITH shoulders hunched over his 

desk and his eyes hovering intently 
above a sheet of A3, Robin Mackney 
is hard at work. “I can only work for two hours 
at a time because I end up really close to the 
paper,” says the 27-year-old. “I’m quite tall as 
well, so every now and then I need to stand 
up and step back from it.” 

One look at Robin’s intricate and powerful 
works and it’s easy to understand why the 
artist from Hartford, near Huntingdon, can 
only work for the short time slot. Using just a 
black, fine art pen, Robin creates agonisingly 
detailed drawings - and his latest project 
features a range of complex city skylines. 

Robin’s passion for art started at a young age 
but he admits in his teenage years he was torn 
between sport and art. “When I was at school 
I used to play for Cambridge City but by the 
time I got to sixth form I had to make a 
decision between the two as a profession and 
I chose art and design and technology.” 

Robin studied A-levels in his favourite 
subjects at St Peter’s School in Huntingdon 


and continued to play for the Cambridge 
team. Despite knowing it was art that he 
wanted to pursue in the future, when Robin 
was offered a year’s contract to play with 
Rushden w Diamonds Football Club it felt like 
an opportunity too good to refuse and he took 
a gap year before university. But shortly 
before he was due to sign his one-year 
contract, Robin was injured and, despite 


making a full recovery, his professional 
footballing days were over. 

Following his degree in interior architecture 
at Lincoln University, Robin had high hopes 
of securing a job with a London-based design 
practice. But when the recession hit and 
hugely affected his chosen industry, he had to 
look elsewhere. “I got a job as an account 
manager,” explains Robin. “I was honest and 
told them my plan and that I would only be 
there for three months as I wanted to follow 
my career ... four years later I was still there.” 

But in fanuary this year, the opportunity for 
voluntary redundancy arose - and Robin 
decided the time was right to launch his own 
art business selling his detailed works. 

Called REWM (which stands for Robin 
Edward William Mackney), Robin put a small 
business plan together and decided he would 
stick with his monochrome style and, to 
begin with, would work on A3 paper. “I’m 
learning every step of the way but there is so 
much to think about,” says Robin. “Simple 
things like where you put your signature is

such an important detail; and how you 
number it.” 

Robin began producing commissions of 
people’s houses and street scenes which, 
with the help of Facebook, was a positive 
start to his business. But it’s his latest 
project - Skyline - which is proving to be 
most successful. “When you do a drawing 
of someone’s house then it’s only going to 
be a one-off as people can’t relate to it,” 
says Robin. “I did a London scene which 
was on all my fliers and the response 
from that was amazing.” 

The reimagined skyline scenes, which 
so far include London, Brighton and New 
York, are extremely impressive. Each one 
starts out as a pencil outline, which is 
created from Robin’s sketches, 
photographs and a lot of time spent 
researching Google images, and then the 
detail is filled in freehand using pen. 

“The Brighton scene is particularly 
detailed and took about 45 hours in 
total,” says Robin. “My friend gave me a 
tour of Brighton which was fantastic as 
she pulled out places like the old cinema, 
which I would never have thought to put 
in it,” he adds. “They’re all 2D flat 
drawings which again links back to the 


architectural process that I went through 
at university.” 

Currently working in black pen only, 
Robin says this will continue to be his 
signature medium and so far he has 
always drawn flat, at his desk, which has 
taken up residence in his parents’ dining 
room. “The dinner table’s been moved to 
one side so it’s not ideal,” laughs Robin. 
“The plan is to rent a studio space once 
I’m more established.” 

Robin hopes to include between 15-20 
scenes in Skyline which will be a 
combination of well known cities from 
around the world as well as locations 
closer to home such as Lincoln, Margate 
and, of course, Cambridge. “I want to be 
able to do the full exhibition next year,” 
says Robin. “The cities that I’ve picked 
out are those that I’ve been lucky enough 
to travel to, so they’re fairly personal to 
me, but at the same time I’ve tried to 
capture something that’s popular that 
people can relate to.” 

• Robin will be exhibiting his work, 
including scenes from Skyline, at the 
Corn Exchange in St Ives on Saturday, 
August 24, from 10am-4pm. For more 
information visit rewm.co.uk.

Gambling addict 
stole £9,198 
from his friends 


A GAMBLING addict stole his 
friends’ bank details to fund his 
addiction, a court heard. 

Christopher Ellis, 32, stole 
£9,198 from his friends and 
work colleagues, some of which 
he used to pay for Manchester 
United football matches and 
theatre tickets. 

Ellis, of Exning Road, New¬ 
market, was caught when he 
used a woman’s bank card to 
pay a £119 council tax bill, Ip¬ 
swich Crown Court heard. 

He admitted stealing bank 
cards and details from col¬ 
leagues while he was working 
as a cook at Loch Fyne restau¬ 
rant in Cambridge. 

He was sacked from his posi¬ 
tion after his employers discov¬ 
ered his theft.

Ellis also pocketed £2,295 
from a till after falsifying re¬ 
funds at Anglia Ruskin Univer¬ 
sity, Cambridge. 

He pleaded guilty to four of¬ 
fences of fraud by false repre¬ 
sentation between November 
22, 2011 and April 22, this year 
and one offence of theft com¬ 
mitted between January 18 and 
January 31. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd said 
Ellis had stolen bank cards and 
account details from friends 
and work colleagues and used 
them to pay for goods and ser¬ 
vices for himself. 

When arrested Ellis had been 
co-operative with police and 
admitted what he had done. 


Mr Sadd told the court that 
Ellis had a previous conviction 
for using another person’s bank 
details to obtain £900. 

Hugh Vass, defending, said: 
“His gambling addiction led 
him to act in a way that can only 
be described as thoroughly dis¬ 
honest.” 

Mr Vass said Ellis had be¬ 
gun taking steps to deal with 
his gambling problem. He also 
found a new job as a chef at a 
pub. 

Recorder Ian Glen QC told 
Ellis: “This was fairly extensive 
dishonesty.” 

Mr Recorder Glen said the of¬ 
fences had also been a breach 
of trust and sentenced Ellis to 
eight months imprisonment, 
suspended for two years.

ELYSIUM 

certificate 15,1h49m 

ACCORDING to a recent 
report by the Organisation 
for Economic Co-operation 
and Development, the gap 
between rich and poor in 
industrialised nations is 
accelerating. 

Fast-forward a century 
to the setting of Neill 
Blomkamp's Elysium and it 
seems highly plausible the 
wealth divide will be so vast 
that only the privileged few 
will entertain the possibility 
of colonising new worlds 
while the rest of us scrabble 
for scraps of comfort in the 
dirt of a dying planet. 

Blomkamp painted a 
bleak vision of the future in 
his superb debut, District 
9 , set in the slums of 
Johannesburg. His follow-up 
is even more grim, imagining 
two distinct classes whose 
chances of survival are 
directly linked to their bank 
balance. 

The year is 2154. While 
most of the population lives 
in squalor on the surface of 
Earth, the wealthy inhabit a 
state-of-the-art space station 
called Elysium governed 
by President Patel (Faran 
Tahir) and his no-nonsense 



secretary of defence, 
Delacourt (Jodie Foster). She 
is charged with ensuring that 
refugee ships from Earth do 
not land on Elysium to take 
advantage of medical bays 
installed in every home. 

Back in the slums on terra 
firma, factory worker Max 
DeCosta (Matt Damon) 
grafts long hours for meagre 
pay. When he is involved 
in an industrial accident 
resulting in exposure to 
dangerous levels of radiation, 
he knows his only hope is to 
breach Elysium's defences so 
he can access a medical bay 
and banish the cancer that is 
ravaging his system. 

Local criminal Spider 
(Wagner Moura) agrees 
to help if Max will help to 
steal secrets from the mind 
of John Carlyle (William 
Fichtner), chief executive of 


the corporation responsible 
for constructing Elysium. 

A deal is struck and Max is 
fitted with an exoskeleton, 
hardwired into his brain, 
to bolster his strength and 
allow a data download from 
Carlyle's mind. 

However, the path to 
Elysium is littered with 
obstacles, not least 
Delacourt's favourite 
contract killer - a sadistic 
mercenary called Kruger 
(Sharlto Copley). 

Although it lacks the depth 
of District 9, Elysium is an 
entertaining yarn which 
unfolds at a brisk pace. 
Action sequences are slickly 
orchestrated and Blomkamp 
brings together all of the 
surviving characters for a 
rousing slam-bang finale, 
that proves one brave man 
can make a difference. 
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Season 
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gardening 



COMING back recently from a break in the 
beautiful region of Tuscany, Italy, where fields of 
bright sunflowers contrast with green rolling hills, 
vineyards and postcard-perfect farmhouses, I felt 
pretty depressed - until I looked into my garden, 
and saw a riot of colour in my late-summer 
border. 

If you plant carefully, you 
too could return from holiday 
to find exciting hues of vibrant 
reds, burnt oranges and 
sizzling yellows intermingled 
with wafting ornamental 
grasses, front-of-border 
sedums and palm-sized lily 
blooms in the perennial border. 

In my own garden, repeat 
plantings of clumps of bright 
red crocosmia 'Lucifer', whose 
sword-like leaves and spikes 
of flowers provide both colour 
and architectural value, stand alongside burnt 
orange Helenium 'Moerheim Beauty', providing a 
dazzling clash of colours, the daisy-like flowers of 
the heleniums sometimes lasting into autumn. 

Other great late-summer perennials include 
rudbeckias, also known as coneflowers because 
their showy, yellow petals hang down, making the 
dark central cone prominent. 


The daisy-like flowers are attractive to bees and 
the plants, whose heights range from 60cm (2ft) 
to 180cm (6ft) depending on variety, suit most 
border situations, although taller varieties may 
need staking. 

I am also a great fan of sedums in the flower 
border, extending seasonal 
interest well into the autumn. 
They are fairly low-growing 
so do well at the front of the 
border and are long lasting, 
their pale green, succulent 
foliage appearing in spring 
and early summer followed by 
flowers in late summer in shades 
of pink, red and yellow. 

Sedums are also known as 
ice plants because if you touch 
them on a warm day the leaves 
feel cool. 

Add a touch of elegance to 
your border with kaffir lilies, which again will look 
fine at the front of a border but need a sheltered, 
sunny spot. 

They are hardy in most areas, but in colder 
regions make sure you cover them with a thick 
winter mulch or grow them in a pot under glass. 
Pink-flowered varieties complement silver foliage 
plants well. 


I have a deep purple buddleia which has just 
come into flower at the back of the border and 
whose blooms again contrast well with the 
oranges and red hues of late summer. If you give 
this colourful shrub a good prune in spring it will 
come back stronger than ever year after year - 
mine grows to more than 3m (10ft) in a season, 
producing rich deep purple blooms through to 
autumn. 

Of course, no late summer garden would 
be complete without at least a smattering of 
dahlias, which were once perceived as vulgar 
but have now become more accepted among 
many gardeners who plant striking deep coloured 


varieties such as the dark red D. 'Kenora 
Macop-B' alongside ornamental grasses such as 
Stipa gigantea. 

I haven't even mentioned the many huge lilies 
which are now in full flower in the garden, or the 
feathery astilbes which will brighten up a moist, 
lightly shaded spot in late summer, or the vivid 
blue agapanthus 'Headbourne Hybrids' which 
look fabulous in pots throughout August and 
September. 

For me, late summer can provide a wealth of 
sizzling colour which can at times overshadow 
some of those flowers which flourished in our so- 
called 'flaming' June.

MERCEDES has unveiled the 
brand new GLA, the company's 
first challenger in the compact 
SUV sector. 

With two-wheel drive options 
and surprising efficiency, thanks 
in part to excellent aerodynamics, 
the GLA is built more obviously 
for the road than any prior 
Mercedes G-series car. 

At around 4.4 metres long, 1.8 
metres wide (excluding mirrors) 
and 1.5 metres high, the GLA has 
a purposeful, muscular stance 
that will sitwell with buyers 
looking for a compact SUV with 
a little more visual impact than 
many of the current options. 

It has the safety features 
to back up its looks, with an 
extremely complex stability 
control system able to counter¬ 
steer in the event of oversteer, 
emergency braking, hard 
acceleration, cross-winds and 
road camber. 

The option of four-wheel 
drive refers to a new on- 
demand system that sends more 
power to the rear wheels only 


when needed. It's lighter than 
permanent four-wheel drive 
systems and allows for greater 
efficiency at the cost of outright 
off-road capability; something 
few, if any, GLA owners will need. 

Four engines will initially 
be available, starting with a 
turbocharged 1.6-litre petrol GLA 
200 with 154bhp, rising through 
a 2.0-litre, 208bhp turbo petrol 
to a pair of 2.1-litre diesels with 
134bhp and 168bhp. 

The 2.0-litre petrol promises to 
be the most flexible and fastest, 
passing 62mph in 6.5 seconds 
thanks to a torque output as high 
as the more potent diesel's, but 
over an even broader rev range. 

Fuel economy hunters should 
seek out the 134bhp GLA 200 
CDI, which according to official 
tests can manage 65mpg on the 
combined cycle in conjunction 
with just 114g/km, although these 
are provisional figures. 

Final UK spec and pricing is yet 
to be confirmed, however, and it 
could be 2014 before the model 
arrives on these shores.

Caine suffers poisoning scare 


MICHAEL Caine overcame carbon 
monoxide poisoning in his Oman 
Air Motorbase Porsche 997 to finish 
in seventh place at Brands Hatch 
and record yet another points fin¬ 
ish in the Avon Tyres British GT 
Championship. 

The Newmarket driver and reign¬ 
ing champion was taken to Brands 
Hatch medical centre immediately 
after the two-hour race after being 
exposed to toxic fumes from the 
exhaust of his car for just over an 
hour. 

He was given oxygen and kept 
under observation for several 
hours before being released, but he 
has continued to suffer headaches, 
chest pain and numbness through¬ 
out the week. 

“With 22 minutes of the race to 
go I couldn’t handle it any more,” 
he said. 

“I stayed in the car which was 
probably not the best idea, and fin¬ 
ished the race. The drone of the en¬ 
gine and the smell of the fumes was 
horrendous. 

“I’ve had splitting headaches all 
week and lost all feeling in my left 
hand for a while. My chest feels like 
it has been hit by a truck.”

An accident earlier in the race 
involving his co-driver Ahmad A1 
Harthy damaged the rear bumper 
and exhaust, resulting in toxic 
fumes coming into the car. 

Caine admitted he was largely 
unaware how much his condition 
was deteriorating because he was 
concentrating on getting the car, 
which was carrying 130kg in com¬ 
pensation weight, as high up the 
field as possible. 

“While I was in the car I still 
felt I was doing a great job. “If lap 
times had dropped off the team 
would have brought the car in,” 
added Caine, who expects to be 
fit and ready for the next round in 
Zandvoort, the Netherlands, next 
month. 

Seventh place was a great result 
considering Caine and A1 Harthy 
qualified in 20th. 

Thanks to their consistent driv¬ 
ing this season - they have finished 
every race in the points - they are 
fifth in the championship with 70 
points. 

Aston Martin driver Andrew 
Howard, who won at Brands Hatch 
with fonny Adam, leads the stand¬ 
ings with 95.5.
